REPORT  1907. 


STATISTICS. 

Births. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1907, 
there  were  registered  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon 
Hull,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrars, 
7680  Births  and  4276  Deaths.  Of  the  Births  3962  were  males 
and  3718  females. 

The  Birth-rate  was  equal  to  28-7  per  1000  of  a  population 
of  266,762  of  all  ages,  the  official  estimated  population  to  the 
middle  of  1907,  residing  in  61,062  houses,  this  being  an 
average  of  4- 3  persons  to  each  house.  The  average  Birth-rate 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  27-0  per  1000. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  in  1907,  representing 
the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  3404,  against  3347 
and  3553  in  the  years  1906  and  1905  respectively.

During  the  year  1907  the  number  of  marriages  registered 
in  the  City  was  2,400,  as  against  2,285  in  1906,  and  2,111  in  1905. 
The  marriages  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows: — First  quarter,  474;  second  quarter,  590; 
third  quarter,  625  ;  fourth  quarter,  711. 

The  marriage-rate,  i.e.,  persons  married  to  1000 
inhabitants,  was  17-9  in  1907,  as  against  17-4  in  1906,  16-3  in 
1905,  and  16T  in  1904. 

The  marriage-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  15-8  per

Chief  Epidemic  Diseases. 

Five  hundred  deaths  have  been  recorded  from  the 
seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of 
T8  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  distributed  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  180  ; 
second  quarter,  103  ;  third  quarter,  122  ;  and  fourth  quarter, 
95  respectively. 

The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  during  the  year  1907 
in  the  seventy-six  great  towns,  including  London,  averaged 
1-54  of  their  estimated  population.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  for  the  past 
20  years  was  590.  The  highest  aggregate  death-rates  from  the 
seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  above  enumerated  were 
2'40  in  Hanley,  2*49  in  Bolton,  2-60  in  Wigan,  2’ 64  in  Sheffield, 
2*85  in  Middlesbro’,  and  2*99  in  St.  Helens,

Scarlatina. 

Fifteen  deaths  have  been  reported  from  Scarlatina 
during  the  year,  being  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of  0-05  per  1000 
per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average  death- 
rate  from  Scarlatina  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0-12 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Scarlatina  were 
distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — 
First  quarter,  8  ;  second  quarter,  4  ;  third  quarter,  0  ;  and 
fourth  quarter,  3.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Scarlatina  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  27. 

Measles. 

Measles  accounted  for  176  deaths  in  1907,  as  against  60 
deaths  in  1906,  and  22  in  1905.  The  death-rate  from  Measles 
was  equal  to  O' 65  per  1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  average  death-rate  from  Measles  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  was  0-43  per  annum.  The  deaths 
from  Measles  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows  First  quarter,  99  ;  second  quarter,  60  ; 
third  quarter,  16  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  1.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Measles  in  the  City  during  the  past 
twenty  years  was  105. 

Diphtheria. 

There  have  been  64  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  as  against 
135  in  1906,  and  72  in  1905.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0-24 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Diphthera 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0-17  per  1000  per  annum. 
The  deaths  from  Diphtheria  were  distributed  over  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  25  ;  second 
quarter,  15  ;  third  quarter,  8  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  16.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the  City  during 
the  past  twenty  years  was  37.

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Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough  occasioned  100  deaths,  as  against  69  in 
1906,  and  121  in  1905.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0-37  per 
1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Whooping  Cough 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  O’ 35  per  1000  per  annum. 
The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  distributed  over  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  39  ;  second 
quarter,  19  ;  third  quarter,  24  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  18.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  City 
during  the  past  twenty  years  was  78. 


Fever. 

This  term  embraces  the  three  forms — Typhus,  Typhoid, 
and  Simple  Continued  Fever — and  caused  15  deaths,  being  at 
the  rate  of  0-05  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
average  mortality  from  Fever  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns 
was  0*07  per  1000  per  annum  .  The  deaths  were  distributed  over 
the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  3  ; 
second  quarter,  1  ;  third  quarter,  7  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  4. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Fever  in  the  City  during  the 
past  twenty  years  was  43. 
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Inquests. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  have  formed  the  subject  of 
a  Coroner’s  inquiry  was  413,  as  against  375  in  1906,  and  329  in 
1905.  The  Coroner  also  investigated  the  circumstances 
attending  the  deaths  of  39  persons  (19  males  and  20  females), 
in  which  he  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  hold  inquests.

Cancer  contributed  231  deaths,  as  against  228  in  1906  and 
205  in  1905,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-38  per  1,000  per  annum, 
the  disease  being  most  fatal  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65. 

Phthisis. 

Three  hundred  and  two  deaths  from  Phthisis  were 
reported,  as  against  288  in  1906,  and  251  in  1905.

Hospitals. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  patients  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year  1907,  as  against  903  in  1906,  and 
789  in  1905. 

Of  the  cases  admitted  into  hospital,  16  were  suffering 
from  Small  Pox,  332  from  Scarlatina,  214  from  Diphtheria, 
58  from  Typhoid  Fever,  18  from  Measles,  and  90  were  admitted 
for  isolation. 

The  admissions  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows  : — 

First  quarter,  184  ;  second  quarter,  165  ;  third  quarter, 
169  ;  fourth  quarter,  208. 

Eight  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  of  Scarlatina  were 
notified  to  the  Authority,  of  which  number  323,  or  39-4  % 
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were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  for  isolation.  Of  the  323 
admitted,  8  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  fatality  of  2-4  %  of 
the  cases  admitted,  as  against  3-7  %  in  1906,  and  3-3  %  in 
1905. 

Eighty-nine  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  of 
which  number  41,  or  46-0  %,  were  admitted  to  the  Hospitals. 
Of  this  latter  number,  6  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  mortality 
of  14*6  %,  as  against  13-7  %  for  1906,  and  19-3  %  for  1905. 

Six  hundred  and  ninety-six  persons  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Of  this  number,  205,  or  33-9  %, 
were  removed  to  the  Hospitals  for  isolation.  Of  the  205 
admitted,  20  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  10-2  %, 
as  against  13-6  %  in  1906,  and  14*8  %  in  1905. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  all  causes  to  the  total 
admissions,  excluding  isolation,  was  equal  to  6T  %,  as  against 
10-6  %  during  the  year  1906,  and  9T  %  during  the  year  1905. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospitals 
was  78,  and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  48  days. 

Note. — In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  cases 
were  admitted  from  outside  the  city,  or  from  vessels  arriving 
in  Port: — Small  Pox,  2  ;  Measles,  23  ;  Scarlatina,  9  ;  Diphtheria, 
9;  Typhoid  Fever,  10;  Beri  Beri,  3;  Chicken  Pox,  5; 
Inso^tion,  42. 
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Diarrhoea. 

Diarrhoea  occasioned  129  deaths,  a  mortality  of  0-48  per 
1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average 
mortality  from  Diarrhoea  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was 
O' 40  per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  were 
distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First 
quarter,  5  ;  second  quarter,  4  ;  third  quarter,  67  ;  and 
fourth  quarter,  53.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  288. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

Of  129  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  103  were  children  aged 
one  year  and  under,  and  of  this  latter  number  51  died  in  the 
autumnal  quarter,  40  of  whom  were  bottle-fed  or  had  received 
a  mixed  diet,  and  11  only  had  been  breast-fed.

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Measles. 

Measles,  which  had  attained  epidemic  proportions  in  the 
latter  part  of  1906,  continued  to  be  prevalent  in  the  beginning 
of  1907,  and  the  closure  of  the  public  elementary  schools,  which 
had  been  recommended,  was  continued  from  the  Xmas  holi¬ 
day  until  the  2nd  February,  and  all  public  entertainments  of 
children  were,  as  far  as  possible,  postponed. 

The  Managers  of  the  various  Sunday  Schools  were  also 
requested  to  close  their  schools. 

The  schools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  in  the  interim 
and  every  possible  precaution  taken,  by  means  of  medical 
inspection  and  otherwise,  to  prevent  recrudescence  of  the 
disease. 

Inspection  of,  and  Infectious  Diseases  occuring 

in  Schools. 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  notification  of  infectious 
disease  particulars  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Education 
Department,  and  an  investigation  has  been  conducted  by  a 
sanitary  official  to  ascertain  the  possible  source  of  infection. 
An  inspection  has  also  been  made  at  each  house. 

The  schools,  where  necessary,  have  also  been  inspected, 
special  attention  having  been  directed  to  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  Diphtheria,  by  the  rigid  exclusion  of  all  notified  cases 
and  members  of  the  infected  family. 

Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis. 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  the  above  disease  in 
some  of  the  large  towns  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  order 
that  the  Sanitary  Authority  might  be  made  immediately  aware 
of  any  such  outbreak,  the  City  Council,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  extended  the  application  of  the 
Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  to  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis  for  a  period  of  one  month,  dating  from  the 
18th  March.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  extend  the  period. 

Midwives  Act,  1902. 

During  the  year  1907,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  10, 
Midwives  Act,  1902,  fifty-one  Midwives  notified  their  intention 
to  practice  within  the  City. 

Ten  are  Hospital-trained  Midwives  ;  the  remaining  forty- 
one  are  bona  fide  midwives,  i.e.,  midwives  who  have  been 
enrolled  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  in  recognition  of 


t 
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having  been  in  bona  fide  practice  at  least  one  year  previous  to 
the  passing  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  but  have  received  no 
training  and  passed  no  examination. 

In  the  year  1906,  the  total  number  who  notified  their 
intention  to  practice  was  fifty -four,  and  during  1905  fifty-eight, 
shewing  a  decrease  of  seven  during  the  three  years. 

The  trained  midwives  continue  to  carry  on  their  work 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  improvement  in  the 
bona  fide  midwives  generally  is  considerable.  The  midwives 
co-operate  in  the  work  of  inspection,  and  advantage  is 
frequently  taken  by  them  to  obtain  help  or  advice.  During 
the  year  162  interviews  have  been  sought  by  midwives  during 
office  hours. 

Eighteen  breaches  of  Central  Midwives  Board’s  Buies 
have  been  investigated.  Two  midwives  were  reported  by 
the  Local  Supervising  Authority  to  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  for  insobriety,  and  in  both  instances  their  names  were 
removed  from  the  roll  and  their  certificates  cancelled.  One 
midwife  was  warned  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  against 
a  recurrence  of  the  breach  of  the  Rules,  the  attention  of  fifteen 
being  directed  to  the  Rules  by  the  Midwives  Inspector.  There 
is  no  rule  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  with  which  the 
midwives  find  more  difficulty  in  complying  than  with  Rule  E, 
Sec.  18,  viz.  : — “  Sending  for  medical  help.”  Whatever  the 
complication  that  arises  during  labour,  the  midwife  is  required 
to  leave  her  patient  and  write  the  necessary  notice  in 
accordance  with  Form  (a)  before  sending  for  the  doctor,  and  in 
the  case  of  midwives,  to  whom  writing  their  own  name  is  a 
laborious  undertaking,  a  considerable  amount  of  time  is  lost. 
Medical  Practitioners  have  also  complained  that  the  sending 
of  such  a  notice  is  demanding  their  attendance. 

Out  of  thirty-eight  bona  fide  midwives,  twenty-one  are 
unable  to  keep  their  own  registers,  thirteen  making  their 
“  mark  ”  for  their  signature. 

The  present  arrangement  of  obtaining  the  “  Parish  ” 
Doctor,  where  the  patient  is  too  poor  to  pay  the  doctor  for 
medical  attention,  is  very  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board’s  Rules,  Sec.  1 8.  In  some  instances 
the  doctor  will  attend  before  obtaining  the  Order  from  the 
Relieving  Officer,  but  in  others  the  midwife  must  first  obtain 
the  Order  from  the  Relieving  Officer. 
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Twelve  uncertified  women  have  been  warned  against 
taking  the  title  of  midwife  or  in  any  way  implying  they  are 
persons  recognised  by  law  to  practice  as  such.  This  makes  a 
total  of  seventy-one  “  handy  ”  women  practising,  many  being 
habitually  dirty  and  intemperate.  They  are  under  no 
supervision  or  restriction,  and  may  legally  so  continue  to 
practice  till  1910. 

During  the  month  of  March,  two  Assistant  Women 
Inspectors  were  appointed  for  visiting  and  advising  as  to  the 
rearing  of  infants.  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  births  were  notified  voluntarily,  and  1,885  infants 
visited.  This  number  also  includes  re-visits.  The  very  small 
staff  of  women  Inspectors,  unfortunately,  renders  re-visiting  of 
a  perfunctory  nature,  though  it  is  most  essential  that  re¬ 
visiting  should  be  systematically  carried  out,  if  good  results 
are  to  be  obtained.  At  present  it  is  impossible  to  cope  with 
the  large  amount  of  work. 

The  visiting  of  neglected  ”  or  “  dirty  ”  children  forms 
an  important  branch  of  work,  and  much  good  has  resulted 
from  the  visiting  of  such  cases.  Scabies  and  a  verminous 
condition  of  the  head  and  clothing  have  been  principally  the 
cases  notified. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER.  —  Twenty  cases  have  been 
notified  and  investigated,  the  annexed  table  shewing  the 
classification.  Quarantine  is  imposed  on  the  midwife  until 
Sec.  5  Central  Midwives  Board’s  Rules  have  been  complied  with. 
The  apparent  efficiency  of  the  method  adopted  shews  that  no 
concurrent  case  has  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  midwives 
during  the  years  1905,  1906  and  1907.

Sanitation. 

During  the  year,  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  five 
houses  have  been  examined  in  the  house-to-house  inspection. 
Three  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  visits  and 
inspections  have  been  made  to  ascertain  if  works  ordered  by 
notices  were  in  progress  and  to  examine  houses  respecting  which 
complaints  had  been  received. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  ordinary  work  carried  out 
by  the  seven  District  Inspectors,  four  other  Officers  have  been 
specially  detailed  to  make  house-to-house  inspection  in  the 
poorer  localities  of  the  city,  the  number  of  houses  inspected 
being  6,687,  resulting  in  540  notices  being  served  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  discovered.  Three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  seventy-one  re-inspections  have  been  made  to 
ascertain  if  the  notices  served  had  been  complied  with. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  visits  have 
been  made  to  Common  Lodging  Houses,  including  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  sixty  day,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  night, 
visits, 
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Six  hundred  and  seventy-six  visits  have  been  made  to 
Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  including  s  x  hundred  and  nine 
day,  and  sixty-seven  night,  visits. 

Four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-four  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  investigated ;  six  hundred  and  thirteen 
patients  were  removed  to  the  hospitals  from  the  City,  and 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  five  houses  disinfected. 


Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890-1903, 

Upwards  of  eighty-six  dwelling  houses  have  been  surveyed 
and  represented  to  the  Unhealthy  Dwellings  Committee  during 
the  year  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  the  usual 
legal  proceedings  being  instituted.  Twenty-two  dwelling- 
houses  were  demolished  and  twenty-three  dwelling-houses 
converted  into  warehouses,  &c.,  and  the  proceedings  are  being 
continued  for  the  compulsory  closure  or  demolition  of  the 
others. 

From  the  year  1899  Part  II.  of  the  Housing  Acts  has 
been  steadily  enforced  in  the  city.  Upwards  of  622  insanitary 
dwelling-houses  have  been  demolished,  77  converted  into 
warehouses,  18  into  workshops,  and  80  have  been  structurally 
altered  and  rendered  habitable.  The  area  formerly  covered 
by  these  insanitary  dwelling-houses  in  the  aggregate  is 
about  6J  acres  in  extent.  Many  open  spaces  remain  unbuilt 
upon  where  these  insanitary  dwelling-houses  formerly  stood. 
In  the  congested  and  poorer  neighbourhoods  of  the  City,  such 
open  spaces,  in  several  instances,  are  used  by  the  children 
of  the  districts  as  playgrounds.  By  the  demolition  of  such 
houses  and  the  clearing  of  the  sites,  and  thus  opening  out  spaces, 
it  facilitates  the  free  movement  of  air  and  also  procures  access 
of  light  to  other  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Such 
provision  of  light  and  air  cannot  but  have  a  very  wholesojne 
and  beneficial  effect  upon  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants 
of  these  districts,  and  must  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  and 
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check  the  spread  of  infectious  disease,  especially  that  of 
Consumption.

Distribution  of  Disinfectants. 

A  gratuitous  supply  of  fluid  and  powder  disinfectant  has 
been  given  where  infectious  disease  has  existed  and  in  other 
suitable  cases.  A  free  use  of  carbolic  disinfecting  powder 
has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  excreta  and  house 
refuse  collection. 

Lodging  Houses. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  these  houses  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  Inspector  both  by  day  and  night,  and  special 
reports  have  from  time  to  time  been  furnished  to  your 
Committee. 


Food  Inspection. 

The  system  of  Food  Inspection  in  the  City  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  past  year  by  Mr.  James  McPhail,  M.R.C.V.S., 
&c.,  Chief  Foods  Inspector,  with  four  assistants,  whose  duties 
include  Meat  Inspection,  Fish  and  Fruit  Inspection,  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies,  and  Cows  therein  also,  and  Inspection  of  all 
Retail  Shops  in  the  City.  A  Clerk  has  also  been  appointed  for 
office  work.  The  following  is  the  report  of  work  done  :

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METEOROLOGY. 

Meteorological  Observations  from  the  Observatory  at  Pearson 

Park  (supplied  by  Mr.  H.  B.  Witty,  E.R.  Met.  Soc.). 

January. 

The  month  was  notable  for  its  moderate  rainfall,  viz. 
1*01,  which  was  0-79  below  the  average.  The  sunshine 
recorded  was  only  27-4  hours,  there  being  19  sunless  days. 
Fog  was  prevalent  on  5  dates,  while  snow  fell  on  7  and  hail 
on  3.  Severe  frosts  were  experienced  from  the  23rd  to  the 
end  of  the  month,  with  cold  wintery  weather.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  50° 
on  the  12th,  and  the  lowest  33°  on  the  23rd,  the  mean  being 
42°  9'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer 
in  the  screen  was  42°  on  the  14th.,  and  the  lowest  19°  on  the 
25th,  the  mean  being  32°  7'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar 
maxima  was  69°  on  the  11th,  and  the  lowest  41°  on  the  20tli, 
the  mean  being  53°  7'.  The  mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb 
was  37°  a.m.  and  38°  p.m.,  that  of  the  wet  being  35'  6°  a.m.  and 
36°  p.m.  The  grass  minimum  thermometer  was  at  or  below 
freezing  on  29  days,  the  lowest  reading  being  13°  on  the  24th 
and  25th,  while  the  highest  was  37°  on  the  10th  and  14th,  the 
mean  being  26°.  The  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  was 
30-285,  the  highest  being  31-042  on  the  23rd  and  the  lowest 
29-003  on  the  2nd.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at 
1  foot  deep  was  36°,  and  ab  4  feet  deep  41°. 

February. 

Some  very  cold  unsettled  weather  prevailed  throughout 
the  month,  with  uniformly  low  temperatures.  Theie  were 
several  very  severe  frosts  early  in  the  period,  with  falls  of  snow 
on  the  3rd,  12th  and  19th  ;  hail  fell  on  the  5th  and  19th  ;  fog 
was  only  prevalent  on  3  occasions,  being  dense  on  the  28th  ; 
it  was  stormy  on  the  17th  and  a  gale  on  the  20th,  while  a 
thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  19th  in  the  night.  The 
rainfall  was  light,  viz.,  1-54,  being  0-32  below  the  average. 
The  sunshine  totalled  44  hours.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  55°,  and  the  lowest 
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34°  on  the  3rd,  having  a  mean  of  43°  8'.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  minimum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  39°  on  the  19th, 
and  25th,  and  the  lowest  was  19°  on  the  3rd,  the  mean  being 
31°  9'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  92°  on 
the  27th,  and  the  lowest  46°  on  the  5th  and  6th,  the  mean  was 
68°  9'.  The  mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer  was 
37°  a.m.  and  p.m.,  that  of  the  wet  being  35°  a.m.  and  35°  9' 
p.m.  The  grass  minimum  thermometer  was  at  or  below 
freezing  on  26  days,  the  lowest  point  being  11°  on  the  3rd, 
the  mean  was  25°  6'.  The  mean  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  29-979,  the  highest  being  30-600  on  the  28th  and  the 
lowest  28-734  on  the  20th.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  34°  9',  and  at  4  feet  deep  39°. 

March. 

The  weather  was  somewhat  variable  in  the  earlier  part, 
with  frequent  rains,  yet  the  total  was  only  1-23,  being  again 
below  the  average  to  the  extent  of  0-56.  The  latter  portion 
had  many  bright  days,  the  record  being  130-5  hours  of  sunshine. 
It  was  somewhat  stormy  on  the  16th,  17th,  18th  and  20th, 
while  snow  fell  on  the  10th  and  some  sleet  and  hail  on  the 
9th  and  11th  ;  from  the  20th  to  the  end  of  the  month  no  rain 
fell  ;  fog  was  prevalent  on  5  occasions,  but  not  dense.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen 
was  69°  on  the  30th,  and  the  lowest  40°  on  the  9th,  the  mean 
being  53°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer 
in  the  screen  was  45°  on  the  16th,  and  the  lowest  28°  on  the 
12th,  having  a  mean  of  35°.  The  mean  reading  of  the  dry 
bulb  thermometer  was  43°  a.m.  and  42°  p.m.,  that  of  the 
wet  being  40°  a.m.  and  39°  9'  p.m.  The  highest  reading  of 
the  solar  maxima  was  105°  on  the  30th  and  31st,  the  lowest 
being  47°  on  the  3rd,  the  mean  was  90°.  The  grass  minimum 
thermometer  was  at  or  below  freezing  on  20  days,  the  lowest 
being  19°  on  the  12th,  the  mean  was  30°.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  barometer  was  30-528  on  the  26th,  and  the  lowest  29-332 
on  the  16th,  having  a  mean  of  30-140.  The  mean  temperature 
of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  39°  5',  and  at  4  feet  deep  40°. 
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April. 

The  weather  was  somewhat  variable  throughout,  the 
winds  being  moderate,  yet  with  frequent  spells  of  cold, 
principally  p.m.  There  were  a  few  bright  periods  of  sunshine, 
followed  by  very  cloudy  and  dull  nights  ;  the  total  sunshine 
recorded  was  105  hours,  while  the  rainfall  measured  on  16  days 
totalled  1*59,  being  only  0T3  below  the  average.  A 
thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  2nd,  while  hail  fell  on  the  17th 
and  fog  on  the  1st  only.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum 
thermometer  in  the  screen  was  66°  on  the  24th,  and  the  lowest 
45°  on  the  13th,  the  mean  being  52°  9r.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  minimum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  51°  on  the 
24th,  and  the  lowest  28°  on  the  19th,  having  a  mean  of  39°. 
The  mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb  was  47°  a.m.  and  44°  5  p.m., 
that  of  the  wet  being  43°  8'  a.m.  and  42°  p.m.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  112°  on  the  24th,  and  the 
lowest  62°  on  the  13th,  the  mean  being  94°.  The  grass 
minimum  thermometer  was  at  or  below  freezing  on  8  days, 
the  lowest  being  22°  on  the  19th,  having  a  mean  of  36°.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-346  on  the  24th,  and 
the  lowest  29-248  on  the  6th,  the  mean  being  29-828.  The 
mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  44°,  and  at 
4  feet  deep  43° 

May. 

Frequent  rainfalls  characterised  this  month,  for  on  only 
8  days  was  rain  absent,  the  total  being  3-91,  which  was  1-96 
above  the  average,  and  was  accompanied  by  several  cold  periods, 
the  temperatures  in  consequence  varied  considerably,  notably 
p.m.  A  few  bright  intervals  occurred,  yet  on  the  whole  the 
sunshine  recorded,  viz.,  117-4  hours,  was  low.  Hail  fell  on 
the  7th  and  8th  during  thunderstorms.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  80°  on  the 
11th,  being  sultry  p.m.,  and  the  lowest  50°  on  the  19th  and  21st, 
having  a  mean  of  58°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum 
thermometer  in  the  screen  was  50°  on  the  10th,  11th  and  12th, 
while  the  lowest  was  35°  on  the  22nd  ;  the  mean  was  43°.  The 
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mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer  was  52°  9'  a.m., 
and  49°  p.m.,  that  of  the  wet  being  49°  a.m.,  and  46°  9'  p.m. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  130°  on  the  11th, 
and  the  lowest  58°  on  the  23rd,  having  a  mean  of  97°  9'.  The 
grass  minimum  thermometer  was  at  or  below  freezing  on  10 
days,  the  lowest  point  being  29°  on  the  17th  and  22nd,  having 
a  mean  of  36°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was 
30-332  on  the  29th,  and  the  lowest  29-220  on  the  2nd;  the  mean 
was  29-931.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot 
deep  was  49°  9',  and  at  4  feet  deep  47°. 

June. 

Throughout  the  month  a  good  deal  of  cloudy  weather 
was  experienced,  with  very  heavy  rains  ;  the  total  fall  recorded 
was  3-02,  which  was  again  above  the  average  by  0-90,  and 
was  measured  on  20  days,  the  heaviest  fall  being  0-84  on  the 
15th.  The  sunshine  recorded  was  low  for  the  period,  there 
being  only  some  5  or  6  realty  bright  days  ;  the  total  was 
110-5  hours.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  the  15th  and  29th, 
with  hail  on  the  29th.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum 
thermometer  in  the  screen  was  71°  on  the  9th,  and  the  lowest 
55°  on  the  1st  ;  the  mean  was  63°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
minimum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  56°  on  the  15th,  and 
the  lowest  40°  on  the  4th,  having  a  mean  of  48°.  The  mean 
reading  of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer  was  57°  a.m.  and  54°  6' 
p.m.,  that  of  the  wet  being  53°  6'  a.m.,  and  51°  9'  p.m.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  119°  on  the  12th 
and  17th,  and  the  lowest  65°  on  the  1st,  the  mean  being  105°  8'. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  grass  minimum  thermometer  was  52° 
on  the  15th,  and  the  lowest  33°  on  the  4th  ;  the  mean  was 
42°  6'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-208  on 
the  17th,  and  the  lowest  29-528  on  the  1st  ;  the  mean  was 
29-853.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep 
was  55°,  and  at  4  feet  deep  51°. 

July. 

For  the  period,  it  was  generally  dull  and  frequently 
overcast,  the  earlier  part  being  often  cool  p.m.,  the  latter  part 
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being  more  mild  ;  the  winds,  though  variable,  were  moderate, 
while  p.m.  it  was  frequently  calm.  The  rainfall  recorded  was 
1*41,  being  1*09  below  the  average  ;  the  total  sunshine  recorded 
was  116  hours.  Thunder  was  heard  on  the  2nd  and  4th,  with 
a  fall  of  hail  on  the  latter  date.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  76°  on  the  28th, 
and  the  lowest  58°  on  the  25th,  having  a  mean  of  64°  7*.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was 
59°  on  the  29th,  and  the  lowest  40°  on  the  lltli,  the  mean 
being  49°.  The  mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer 
was  59°  a.m.  and  55°  p.m.,  that  of  the  wet  being  54°  6'  a.m. 
and  52°  9'  p.m.  The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was 
125°  on  the  28th,  and  the  lowest  81°  on  the  21st,  having  a 
mean  of  108°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum 
thermometer  on  grass  was  56°  on  the  16th,  and  the  lowest  35° 
on  the  1st  ;  the  mean  was  45°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30-524  on  the  16th,  and  the  lowest  29-602  on  the 
4th,  the  mean  being  30-091.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  57°,  and  at  4  feet  deep  53°. 

August. 

The  weather  was  generally  mild  throughout,  and  notable 
for  its  moderate  westerly  winds,  and  many  calm  evenings. 
It  was  frequently  dull,  there  being  very  few  days  with  an 
average  amount  of  bright  sunshine  recorded.  The  rainfall 
was  again  moderate,  the  total  fall  being  1-61  or  1-20  below  the 
average  on  the  14th  ;  the  heaviest  fall  occurred,  viz.,  0-79, 
while  the  total  sunshine  recorded  was  127-4  hours.  A 
thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  6th,  with  a  storm  the  same  night. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen 
was  74°  on  the  4th,  5th  and  12th,  and  the  lowest  60°  on  the  1st  ; 
the  mean  was  67°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum 
thermometer  in  the  screen  was  56°  on  the  9th,  13th  and  14th, 
and  the  lowest  42°  on  the  24th  and  28th,  the  mean  being  50°. 
The  mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer  was  60°  6'  a.m. 
and  56°  5'  p.m.,  that  of  the  wet  being  56°  a.m.  and  54°  p.m. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  123°  on  the  5th, 
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and  the  lowest  82°  on  the  21st  ;  the  mean  was  108°.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  on  grass  was 
55°  on  the  9th,  and  the  lowest  36°  on  the  24th  and  28th,  having 
a  mean  of  45°  5  b  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was 
30-342  on  the  22nd,  and  the  lowest  29-592  on  the  15th,  having 
a  mean  of  29-993.  The  mean  ten  perature  of  the  earth  at 
1  foot  deep  was  58°,  and  at  4  feet  deep  55°. 

September. 

The  month  was  notable  for  its  very  mild  character  and  its 
many  periods  of  absolute  calm  and  frequently  clear  nights, 
while  its  rainfall  was  extremely  low,  the  total  being  0-70, 
measured  on  7  days  only,  and  being  1-70  below  the  average  for 
the  period.  No  thunder  occurred,  although  fog  was  recorded 
on  6  days,  but  of  moderate  density.  The  sunshine  recorded  was 
126-3  hours,  some  of  the  days  being  fairly  bright.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  73° 
on  the  12th  and  13th,  and  the  lowest  56°  on  the  3rd  and  30th; 
the  mean  was  65°  6b  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum 
thermometer  in  the  screen  was  54°  on  the  6th,  and  the  lowest 
33°  on  the  4th  ;  the  mep  was  46°.  The  mean  reading  of  the 
dry  bulb  thermometer  was  56°  T  a.m.,  and  54°  67  p.m.,  that 
of  the  wet  being  53°  7'  a.m.  and  52°  5'  p.m.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  118°  on  the  14th  and  15th, 
and  the  lowest  62°  on  the  30th,  having  a  mean  of  101°.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  on  grass  was 
52°  on  the  29th.,  and  the  lowest  28°  on  the  4th,  the  mean 
being  42°  5b  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was 
30-604  on  the  9th,  and  the  lowest  29-470  on  the  2nd,  having  a 
mean  of  30-199.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot 
deep  was  54°  5',  and  at  4  feet  deep  54°  9b 

October. 

Throughout  the  month  the  weather  was  frequently  dull 
and  fairly  mild.  The  periods  of  bright  sunshine  were  not 
excessive,  as  only  69-1  hours  were  recorded.  The  rainfall  was 
excessive  for  the  month,  as  the  fall  amounted  to  3-96,  which 
was  measured  on  22  days,  and  was  0-70  above  the  average, 
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the  heaviest  fall  being  0-87  on  the  16th.  Thunder  was  heard  on 
the  19th.  Fog  was  prevalent  on  the  16th,  24th,  25th  and  28th, 
being  dense  on  the  24th  and  28th.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  67°  on  the  6th,  and 
the  lowest  46°  on  the  28th  ;  the  mean  was  57°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  55° 
on  the  6th,  and  the  lowest  32°  on  the  8th  ;  the  mean  was  44°. 
The  mean  reading  of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer  was  50°  6'  a.m.

November. 

The  weather  was  of  a  dull  character  generally,  with 
occasional  mist  or  fog,  there  being  17  sunless  days,  the  total  for 
the  month  amounting  to  36-6  hours,  while  the  rainfall  was  2-29, 
being  0-16  below  the  average.  The  temperature  fell  considerably 
towards  the  end  of  the  month,  with  somewhat  sharp  frosts. 
There  was  not  much  variation  in  the  winds,  which  were 
principally  S.  or  S.W.,  and  often  calm  p.m.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen  was  58° 
on  the  2nd,  and  the  lowest  39°  on  the  25th,  having  a  mean  of 
49°.

December. 

The  month  was  exceptionally  dull  and  almost  sunless, 
there  being  only  3  dates  on  which  any  sunshine  was  recorded, 
the  total  being  3  hours,  it  being  very  cloudy  generally  during 
the  days,  and  with  much  less  p.m.,  the  winds  being  fairly 
moderate  and  chiefly  southerly.  The  rainfall  measured  on 
23  days  totalled  2-55  or  0-19  above  the  average  ;  the  grand  total 
for  the  12  months  was  24-82,  or  2-20  below  the  yearly  average. 
Snow  fell  on  the  27th,  and  hail  on  the  29th.  Fog  was  present 
on  4  days,  being  dense  on  the  18th,  23rd  and  24th.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  screen 
was  54°  on  the  8th,  and  the  lowest  36°  on  the  24th,  having  a 
mean  of  44°  5b  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum 
thermometer  in  the  screen  was  49°  on  the  20th,  and  the  lowest 
was  25°  on  the  24th  ;  the  mean  was  35°  5'  The  mean  reading 
of  the  dry  bulb  thermometer  was  40°  a.m.  and  40°  T  p.m.  ;

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Report  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  Shop  Hours  Acts  and  the  Seats 
for  Shop  Assistants  Act,  Employment  of  Children 
Act  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act, 

General  Remarks  on  the  Work. 

The  work  in  this  department  has  been  exceptionally 
heavy,  owing  to  the  numerous  prosecutions  and  the  large 
number  of  complaints  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  in  respect  to  sanitary  accommodation  in  factories 
and  workshops.  The  latter  arises  mainly  out  of  the  fact 
that  in  Hull  the  ash-pit  privy  system  is  largely  in  vogue. 
This  system  of  sanitary  accommodation  in  factories  and 
workshops  is  strongly  objected  to  by  the  Crown  Officers  on 
the  grounds  of  unsuitability  and  the  frequent  occurrence  of 
nuisances  arising  from  the  foul  condition  of  these  conveniences, 
and  it  becomes  a  serious  question  for  the  Corporation  as  to 
whether  the  adoption  and  the  putting  into  effect  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  so  far  as  relates  to  sanitary 
conveniences  is  not  advisable. 

Considerable  advance  has  been  made  under  Section  22 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts’  Amendment  Act,  1890,  in  the 
improvement  of  sanitary  accommodation  in  business  premises. 
Two  hundred  and  ten  new  water-closets  wTere  provided  during 
the  year,  mainly  to  replace  faulty  or  deficient  privies,  while 
only  two  new  pail  closets  were  erected  where  proper  sewerage 
for  water-closets  was  inaccessible. 

In  many  places  where  new  water-closets  have  been  put 
in  the  drainage  of  the  premises  was  found  to  be  extremely  bad 
and  had  to  be  reconstructed.  The  fear  of  discovering  faulty 
drainage  of  premises  appears  to  be  the  main  deterrent  to 
owners  replacing  the  old-fashioned  privy  by  the  water  carriage 
system.  This  faulty  drainage  is  frequently  not  revealed,  even 
on  testing,  until  the  ground  is  opened  out,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  heavy  wet  subsoil  of  Huh  renders  the  smoke  test 
(the  test  mostly  used)  inefficient. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1907. 

This  Act  extends  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901, 
to  all  Laundries  carried  on  by  way  of  trade  for  the  purpose  of 
gain,  or  carried  on  ancillary  to  another  business  or  incidentally 
to  the  purposes  of  any  public  institution. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Inspection. 

Much  has  been  said  lately  about  improving  the  system 
of  Factory  and  Workshop  inspection,  and  as  the  Secretary  of 
State  has  asked  for  suggestions  with  regard  to  the  carrying  out 
of  the  Acts,  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  much  greater  use  could 
be  made  of  the  officers  of  local  authorities  by  the  Home  Office 
in  carrying  out  the  Acts  generally  in  workshops,  especially 
where  special  officers  are  appointed,  if  some  system  could  be 
devised  whereby  such  officers  were  recognised  by  the  Home 
Office,  e.g.,  appointed  only  by  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  a  part  of  their  salaries  being  repaid  to  local 
authorities  by  the  Treasury  on  lines  somewhat  as  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  appointed  in  London  and  other  places,  under 
the  recognition  of  the  London  County  Council  or  the  Local 
Government  Board  as  the  case  may  be.  The  present  system 
of  duel  inspection  is  very  wasteful  of  energy. 

Factories. 

As  in  previous  years  the  inspection  of  factories  has  been 
limited  to  the  investigating  of  complaints  and  the  examination 
of  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

The  systematic  inspection  of  workshops  and  workplaces 
has  been  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  thereof  has  been  well  maintained.  My  remarks  of 
last  year  respecting  the  neglect  to  enter  the  date  of  lime¬ 
washing  in  the  General  Register  applies  equally  to  the  present 
time  ;  although,  the  registers  are  now  nearly  always  produced 
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on  being  asked  for,  the  entries  are  often  not  made.  This  is 
regrettable,  especially  with  regard  to  bakehouses. 

Fire  Escapes. 

Three  new  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year.  This 
part  of  the  work  of  the  department  has  not  received,  quite  so 
much  attention  as  it  ought  owing  to  other  demands  upon  your 
Inspector’s  time.  In  one  or  two  instances  the  fire  escapes 
were  found  not  to  have  been  kept  in  proper  order  (the  defects 
were  promptly  remedied  on  being  pointed  out  to  the  occupiers) 
and,  in  one  instance,  where  the  existing  escape  appeared  to  be 
inadequate  the  owners  at  once,  on  the  recommendation  of  your 
Inspector,  took  steps  to  provide  a  substantial  external  iron 
stair.  No  Bye-Laws  have  vet  been  made  for  places  where  not 
more  than  forty  persons  are  employed. 

Bakehouses. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  bakehouses  coming  under  inspection, 
mainly  due  to  the  opening  of  small  retail  bakehouses  in  various 
parts  of  the  City. 

The  half-yearly  inspection  has  been  fairly  well  maintained 
and  the  periodical  cleansing  has  been  well  attended  to.  Con¬ 
siderable  improvement  has  been  made  in  several  of  the 
premises  with  respect  to  sanitary  conveniences,  drainage  and 
construction  of  floors. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  my  attention  was  called  to 
another  striking  example  of  the  necessity  for  a  system  of 
licensing  of  bakehouses,  which  has  been  advocated  by  me  for 
years  past.  In  this  case  a  rough  wooden  building  was  erected 
at  the  rear  of  a  shop  in  an  unpaved  yard,  in  conjunction 
with  an  equally  unsuitable  building,  and  put  into  use  as  a 
bakehouse,  making  it  necessary  to  threaten  the  occupier  with 
legal  proceedings  if  he  continued  to  use  the  place  as  a 
bakehouse. 
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Outworkers. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has,  by  a  new  Order,  dated 
23rd  May,  1907,  fixed  the  classes  of  work  to  which  the  provisions 
respecting  lists  of  outworkers  shall  apply,  namely  : — - 

(а)  the  making,  cleaning,  washing,  altering,  ornamenting, 

finishing,  and  repairing  of  wearing  apparel ; 

(б)  the  making,  ornamenting,  mending,  and  finishing  of 

lace  and  of  lace  curtains  and  nets  ; 

(c)  cabinet  and  furniture  making  and  upholstery  work  ; 

(d)  the  making  of  electro  plate  ; 

(e)  the  making  of  files  ; 

(/)  fur-pulling  ; 

(g)  the  making  of  iron  and  steel  cables  and  chains  ; 

(h)  the  making  of  iron  and  steel  anchors  and  grapnels  ; 

(i)  the  making  of  cart  gear,  including  swivels,  rings,  loops, 

gear  buckles,  mullin  bits,  hooks,  and  attachments 
of  all  kinds  ; 

(j)  the  making  of  locks,  latches,  and  keys  ; 

(k)  the  making  or  repairing  of  umbrellas,  sunshades, 

parasols,  or  parts  thereof.  ; 

(l)  the  making  of  artificial  flowers  ; 

(m)  the  making  of  nets  other  than  wire  nets  ; 

(n)  the  making  of  tents  ; 

(o)  the  making  or  repairing  of  sacks  ; 

(p)  the  covering  of  racquet  or  tennis  balls  ; 

(q)  the  making  of  paper  bags  ; 

(r)  the  making  of  boxes  or  other  receptacles  or  parts 

thereof  made  wholly  or  partially  of  paper,  card¬ 
board,  chip,  or  similar  material  ; 

( s )  the  making  of  brushes  ; 

(u)  pea  picking  ; 

( v )  feather  sorting  ; 

(w)  the  carding,  boxing,  or  packeting  of  buttons,  hooks 
and  eyes,  pins,  and  hair  pins  ; 

(&)  the  making  of  stuffed  toys  ; 

(y)  the  making  of  baskets  ; 

(z)  and  any  processes  incidental  to  the  above. 
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The  new  Order  has  considerably  increased  the  work  in 
this  branch  of  your  Inspector’s  duties,  especially  in  the  net 
braiding  trade,  in  which  trade  there  are  9  employers  who 
employ  220  outworkers,  most  of  whom  are  married  women 
working  single-handed  in  their  homes. 

All  the  outworkers’  premises  were  inspected  during  the 
year  ;  these  were  usually  found  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 
Few  cases  of  dirty  houses  or  faulty  sanitary  conveniences  had 
to  be  dealt  with,  and  in  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  take 
action  on  account  of  insanitary  conditions.  No  action  has 
been  necessary  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

Pursuant  to  the  Secretary  of  State’s  request  of  last  year, 
particular  attention  has  been  given  to  obtaining  and  the 
examination  of  lists  of  all  outworkers  employed  in  the  City. 

Shop  Hours  and  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Acts. 

There  has  been  no  serious  breach  of  these  Acts  as  regards 
hours  of  employment,  but  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
prosecute  several  employers  for  failing  to  keep  the  notice 
required  by  the  Act  exhibited  in  their  shops,  and  in  one  case  for 
neglecting  to  provide  a  seat  for  female  assistants. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  again  expressing  my  opinion 
that  it  is  high  time  that  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  1892,  was  amended 
in  order  to  bring  this  Act  more  into  line  with  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Acts.  One  example  of  what  has  come  under  my 
notice  during  the  past  year  will.  I  think,  make  it  clear  that  this 
is  highly  desirable  : — This  is  a  case  of  a  girl,  15  years  of  age, 
employed  in  a  sweet  shop,  whose  usual  hours  of  employment, 
as  given  by  Statutory  Declaration,  were  as  follows  : —

Monday  from  8.45  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  .  .  13J  hours.

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The  girl  stated  that  she  was  confined  to  the  shop  from 
going  in  the  morning  to  leaving  at  night,  taking  her  meals 
with  her.  Her  home  was  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from  her 
place  of  employment,  so  she  had  to  go  that  distance  after  leaving 
work  at  the  above  stated  times,  and  as  the  trams  had  stopped 
running  on  Saturday  nights,  or  rather  Sunday  mornings,  when 
she  left  work,  she  had  to  walk  that  distance.  One  can  scarcely 
imagine  what  the  life  of  this  girl — a  mere  child — could  be. 

Early  Closing  Order. 

The  carrying  out  of  the  Hairdressers’  and  Barbers’  Shops 
Closing  Order  has  absorbed  a  very  large  amount  of 
attention,  but  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  well  adhered  to. 
In  only  three  or  four  instances  was  it  found  necessary  to 
institute  proceedings  for  contravention  of  the  Order.  Although 
numerous  complaints  of  breaches  of  the  Order  have  been 
received,  in  only  few  cases  were  we  able  to  find  sufficient  grounds 
to  substantiate  the  complaint. 

Employment  of  Children  Act*  1903, 

and 

Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1904. 

These  Acts  and  the  Bye-Laws  made  under  the 
Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  have  received  full  attention. 
Numerous  contraventions  were  discovered,  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  against  employers 
of  children  in  a  comparatively  large  number  of  cases. 

A  full  report  of  the  execution  of  these  Acts  was  submitted 
through  your  Committee  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  November 
last  (1907),  which  it  would  be  superfluous  to  repeat. 

By  consent  of  the  Education  Committee,  your  Inspector 
has  been  granted  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  Council 
Elementary  Schools  to  make  enquiries  with  respect  to  the 
employment  of  children.  This  is  a  very  useful  advantage 
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which  affords  a  ready  means  of  discovering  where  children 
are  employed  and  has  led  to  a  large  number  of  contraventions 
being  brought  to  light. 

An  abstract  of  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903, 
and  the  Bye-Laws  made  thereunder  has  been  prepared  and 
provided  for  hanging  up  in  the  schools.  This  has  proved  a 
great  help  to  teachers  in  checking  illegal  employment  of 
children.
